ENROLLMENT 

Beginning  its  88th  scholastic  year  Bos- 
ton College  admitted  805  Freshmen  to  the 
schools  on  the  campus  this  month,  479  to 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  326  to 
the  College  of  Business  Administration. 
The  total  enrollment  for  A  &  S  is  2364,  for 
CBA,  1356.  The  total  for  both  schools  is 
3720.  Registration  figures  were  released 
just  at  press  time  allowing  no  opportunity 
to  analyze  them.

New  Boston  Auxiliary  Bishop 


Three  thousand  persons  had  the  privilege 
of  attending  the  ceremonies  on  September 
14  at  the  Cathedral  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Bos- 
ton, at  which  another  Alumnus,  Most  Rev- 
erend Eric  F.  MacKenzie,  '14,  along  with 
Most  Reverend  Thomas  F.  Markham,  was 
consecrated  a  bishop  of  the  Church.  Bishop 
MacKenzie  was  consecrated  Titular  Bishop 
of  Alba  and  Auxiliary  Bishop  of  Boston  by 
Archbishop  Richard  J.  Cushing,  '17.  Tak- 
ing part  in  the  solemn  ceremonies  were 
many  priests  who  are  Alumni,  reflecting 
the  great  contributions  Boston  College  has 
made  to  the  growth  of  the  Archdiocese  of 
Boston.  Included  among  the  Alumni  dig- 
nitaries in  addition  to  Archbishop  Cushing 
were  Most  Rev.  Thomas  A.  Emmet,  S.J., 
'96 ;  Most  Rev.  Edward  F.  Ryan,  '01 ;  Most 
Rev.  John  J.  Wright,  '31. 

Bishop  MacKenzie  has  chosen  for  his 
motto  on  his  coat  of  arms  "Peace  to  Lovers 
of  the  Law."  Referring  to  it  in  his  sermon 
Archbishop  Cushing  stated  "Bishop  Mac- 
Kenzie has  been  a  lifelong  student  of  the 
law.  A  distinguished  canonist,  an  exegete 
of  revealed  law  and  a  philosopher  of  the 
natural  law,  he  instinctively  chose  for  his 
motto  the  phrase  of  Sacred  Scripture  which 
promises  peace  to  those  who  love  God's 
law — 'pax  diligentibus  legem'.  The  great 
majority  of  our  younger  clergy  are  indebted 
to  him  for  their  initiation  in  the  law  and 
the  general  community  has  enjoyed,  to- 
gether with  Catholics,  the  benefit  of  his 
sense  of  discretion  and  of  that  equity,  true 
tolerance  and  impartial  objectivity  which 
must  characterize  the  lawyer  steeped  in 
divine  as  well  as  human  law." 

Bishop  MacKenzie  has  been  a  student 
and  professor  of  canon  law  all  during  his 
priestly  life,  holding  the  degrees  of  Doctor 
of  Canon  Law  and  Doctor  of  Sacred  The- 
ology. For  many  years  he  was  on  the 
faculty  of  St.  John's  Seminary  before  be- 
coming pastor  of  the  Sacred  Heart  Church, 
Newton  Centre.  Since  1944  he  has  also 
been  the  head  or  officialis  of  the  Diocesan 
Tribunal.  In  this  court  of  the  Church  near- 
ly a  thousand  cases  a  year  are  tried  deter- 
mining the  validity  or  invalidity  of  mar- 
riages. Highly  respected  among  canon  law 
authorities  he  has  served  as  president  of 
the  American  Canon  Law  Society.  Bishop 
MacKenzie's  scholarship  and  versatility 
are  well  known  to  his  classmates.  In  his 
undergraduate  days  an  outstanding  stu- 
dent, he  belonged  to  the  Fulton  Debating

Society,  the  Glee  Club,  was  Editor-in-Chief 
of  the  Stylus  and  Manager  of  the  Baseball 
team.  After  graduation  he  became  per- 
manent president  of  the  Class  of  1914.

ALUMNI  MEDAL  TO  E.  J.  FEELEY 

On  Alumni  Day  in  June,  Alumni  Presi- 
dent John  B.  Atkinson,  '16,  presented  the 
William  V.  McKenney  medal  to  the  1950 
winner,  Eugene  J.  Feeley,  '99,  Brighton, 
for  distinguished  service  to  the  College. 
Mr.  Feeley,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
Classics  and  English  departments,  retired 
after  thirty-five  years  in  the  classroom.  He 
had  served  on  the  Faculty  longer  than  any 
other  professor  in  the  history  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

From  1905  to  1915  Mr.  Feeley  taught  at 
Boston  College  High  School.  In  1915,  two 
years  after  the  Tower  Building  was  opened, 
he  joined  the  College  Faculty.  In  the  years 
that  followed  he  witnessed  the  expansion 
of  the  new  Boston  College.  In  this  period 
the  student  body  increased  from  a  few  hun- 
dred to  an  enrollment  of  five  thousand.  The 
buildings  increased  from  the  lone  Tower 
Building  to  the  present  group  on  the  cam- 
pus. Boston  College  changed  from  a  col- 
lege to  a  university  with  seven  schools. 

Hundreds  of  his  students  respect  him  as 
a  learned,  modest  gentleman.  When  the 
College  authorities  voted  to  confer  an  hon- 
orary degree  on  him  last  June  in  recogni- 
tion of  his  personal  contribution  to  the  de- 
velopment of  B.  C,  in  his  modesty  he  felt 
obliged  to  refuse.

Very 
Rev.  William  L.  Kelleher  also  conferred 
honorary  degrees  on  John  K.  Kapples,  '14, 
Treasurer,  Lincoln  Stores;  Hugh  J.  Fegan, 
Dean,  Georgetown  Law  School;  Hon.  Ed- 
ward F.  Hanify,  Justice,  Massachusetts 
Supreme  Court;  Jane  M.  Hoey,  Assistant 
Secretary,  Board  of  Child. Welfare,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C;  Dr.  Heinrich  Rommen, 
Chairman,  Department  of  Political  Science, 
St.  Thomas  College,  St.  Paul,  Minnesota; 
Sister  Roseanna  Rozon,  R.N.,  S.G.M.,  Sup- 
erintendent of  Nurses,  Director,  School  of 
Nursing,  Holy  Ghost  Hospital,  Cambridge.

WILLIAM  D.  NUGENT 

William  D.  Nugent,  '99,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  Association,  died  on 
July  19,  at  the  Jordan  Hospital  in  Ply- 
mouth. 

He  had  been  in  poor  health  for  several 
years.  Eight  years  ago  he  retired  as  vice- 
president  of  Media  Records,  a  New  York 
advertising  agency,  and  returned  to  Natick. 
Years  ago  he  was  owner  of  the  Natick  Tag 
and  Label  Company.  He  was  also  formerly 
advertising  manager  of  both  the  Boston 
Herald-Traveler  and  Boston  American  be- 
fore going  to  New  York. 

Devoted  to  Boston  College,  Mr.  Nugent 
was  president  of  the  Alumni  Association 
from  1920  to  1922.  During  his  term  of 
office  in  1921  the  College  sponsored  the 
drive  for  more  buildings.  Headed  by  Mr. 
Nugent  the  campaign  resulted  in  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Science  Building  and  the  Li- 
brary. He  also  managed  a  million  dollar 
fund  drive  for  St.  Joseph's  College  in  Phil- 
adelphia. His  dynamic  personality  also 
found  expression  in  Red  Cross  and  Com- 
munity Fund  campaigns. 

He  is  survived  by  a  daughter  and  two 
sons,  one  of  whom  is  Dr.  Richard  S.  Nugent, 
'32.    R.I.P.

Boston  College,  like  a  hundred  and  one 
other  institutions  fielding  football  teams,  is 
starting  a  new  era.  Youth  has  returned  to 
the  college.  Youth  now  sparkles  the  Boston 
College  football  squad.  The  college  has 
been  touched  by  a  brilliant  spark  that  gives 
this  group  of  players  a  luminous  sense  of 
enthusiasm  that  seemed  to  have  been  ab- 
sent in  the  post  war  era. 

Head  coach  Denny  Myers  has  a  group 
of  football  players  that  really  want  to  play 
this  autumnal  sport.  The  spirit  is  high, 
the  senses  keen,  yet  that  experience  is 
green.  The  ability  is  there  and  the  heart 
commands  the  best  that  can  be  given  but 
time  may  play  an  important  role  in  the 
1950  football  season. 

This  team  is  capable  of  most  anything 
this  season  as  most  sophomore  teams  are 
throughout  the  football  world.  These  men, 
unknown  to  opponents,  could  upset  the  best 
team  on  the  schedule.  Or,  it  could  lose  to 
the  most  inferior  team  on  the  schedule.  A 
prediction  cannot  be  made  on  a  sophomore 
team. 

So  this  Boston  College  team  can  do  some- 
thing, win,  or  lose.  If  it  wins,  the  spirit  of 
heart  has  prevailed  and  a  bit  of  talent  has 
helped.  If  it  loses,  the  spirit  of  heart  was 
still  there,  but  that  bit  of  talent  still  needs 
seasoning. 

To  look  at  this  1950  eleven  on  the  eve  of 
its  stepping  onto  the  gridiron  of  Braves 
Field,  five  sophomores  may  be  noted  in 
the  starting  team.  George  Pollinger  of 
Lowell  is  at  right  end;  Paul  O'Brien  of 
Waltham  is  at  left  tackle ;  Henry  O'Brien 
(no  relation)  is  at  right  tackle;  John  Mc- 
Cauley  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  is  at  left  half- 
back and  Frank  Tanner  of  Newton  is  at 
right  half  back.  Four  of  these  men  are 
just  19  years  old.  Paul  O'Brien,  the  old- 
est, is  21  years  old.  The  oldest  man  in  the 
starting  eleven  is  center  Roy  Delaney.  He 
is  22  years  old. 

A  year  ago  the  starting  lineup  had  an 
average  age  of  nearly  24  years  old.  The 
1950  starting  eleven  is  nearly  four  years 
younger.  The  oldest  man  on  that  team 
was  26  years  old  while  the  youngest  was 
20  years  old.  That  minor  was  Phil  Coen, 
then  aged  20,  now  he  is  B.  C.'s  proud  cap- 
tain at  the  age  of  21. 

The  Saturday  before  the  Wake  Forest 
game,  coach  Myers  was  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing a  very  good  game  scrimmage  with  Dart- 
mouth at  Hanover.  The  results  proved  tre- 
mendous in  the  eyes  of  the  B.  C.  coaching 
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staff  The  willing  hearts  that  pounded  in 
practice  sessions  at  the  Heights,  nearly 
burst  with  resounding  pride  as  they  clashed 
with  Dartmouth.  Each  man  on  this  squad 
wants  to  play  with  regular  turns  at  his  re- 
spective position.  He  plays  to  the  extent 
that  he  commands  consideration  and  will 
without  doubt  have  some  role  in  the  sea- 
son's games. 

The  Dartmouth  scrimmage  showed  the 
potential  of  each  man,  as  each  man  had 
some  part  to  play  in  the  game  at  Hanover 
except  left  end  Mike  Roarke  and  left  half- 
back Henry  Maznicki  laid  up  with  injuries. 

To  look  at  the  squad  and  to  point  out 
individuals  is  difficult,  that  is,  if  you  are  to 
say,  which  man  will  be  an  All  American. 
But,  it  is  not  difficult  to  point  with  pride 
at  some  and  say  they  will  certainly  be  out- 
standing members  of  the  Boston  College 
team  in  1950  and  will  go  on  to  greater 
heights  in  another  year  or  so. 

Take  the  two  sophomore  tackles,  Paul 
and  Henry  O'Brien.  Paul  is  a  member  of 
the  Massachusetts  National  Guard  and  is 
subject  to  military  call  at  almost  any  time. 
He  is  definitely  giving  Boston  College  every 
moment  that  he  has  and  is  giving  B.  C. 
some  very  good  moments  at  left  tackle. 
Henry  may  easily  reach  the  spot  light  at 
right  tackle  as  he  has  size,  and  a  clear  foot- 
ball sense.  Henry  underwent  an  appen- 
dectomy last  Summer  and  then  suffered  a 
serious  relapse.  He  appeared  for  football 
practice  the  initial  day  and  has  played  hard 
and  brilliant  football. 

Mike  Roarke  is  outstanding  just  reflect- 
ing his  sincerity  upon  his  friends  and  stu- 
dents. A  boy  who  might  not  have  made 
the  freshman  football  team  if  he  had  not 
been  urged  to  try  out  now  ranks  as  one  of 
the  East's  outstanding  offensive  ends. 
George  Pollinger,  the  right  end,  reflects 
little,  but  absorbs  much.  His  heart  is  in 
football  and  in  Boston  College  and  will 
definitely  share  honors  with  Roarke  as  an 
end. 

Phil  Coen,  a  captain  in  action,  possesses 
a  gentlemanly  nature  that  brings  pride 
from  his  teammates  in  that  he  is  their  lead- 
er. Coen  shares  his  amiability  with  his 
associates,  Roy  Delaney,  Henry  Maznicki, 
Al  DiRobbio,  Jim  Parsons,  Tony  Stath- 
opoulos,  John  Harbison  and  any  others 
touched  by  this  natural  leader. 

A  team  with  such  high  hopes  and  true 
sincerity  commands  the  respect  of  those 
who  look  down  at  them  from  the  stands.
